- means. for drawing up a summons to a meeting (410) in standardized form, 

30 - means for sending a summons to a meeting to the members of the group of par- 
ticipants, and 

- means for receiving calls coming from the participants and joining them to the 
conference call automatically. 

An application (300) according to Claim 15, characterized in that said means 
for forming a group of participants (400) of the conference call comprise means for 
selecting participants from a list (230) saved In the memory (220) of the mobile 
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
